Washington, March 27.—The fed-

ence here moved today to curb the 
| flood of rumors concerning possible 
‘changes in the board’s policies and 
| Teports of contemplated increases in 
ithe rediscount rates by the banks, 

| In answer to more than 100 tele- 
graphic inquiries, the board categori- 
cally denied “any rumore with re- 
'spect to its intentions or actions,” and 
(informed one and all that it would 
‘make its own statements when such 
were required. 

The message invited inquirera to 
‘supply the board with information re- 
‘garding the source of the rumors, add- 
‘ing in substanice that it would not 
waste t#me in denying “any idle ru- 
mors.” 


Rumors Unfounded 

There seemed to have been no def- 
inite reason for the reports, officials 
said, nor could they explain, they said. 
why so much significance was being 
attached to the conference of the gov- 
ernors here, It was made known 
authoritatively that none of the twelve 
banks has yet filed with the board an 
}Hpplication to increase the rates «nd 
the concensus of opinion appeared to 
be that none was in immediate con- 
templation. 

Changes in business conditions and 
the general financial situation, how- 
ever, it was explained, may bring 
changes in rediscount rates but how 
soon these changes would come was 
declared by reserve board members to 
depend entirely on conditions. 


Business of Meeting 

With respect to the meeting of the 
governors, it was stated officially that 
thus far there had been no discussion 
of rediscount rates. The conference, 
it was added, devoted itself until late 
today with questions involving banking 
operations sulely. A general exchange 
of inforraation for the purpose of sol- 
ving operation problems had been the 
order in previous meetings. 

The governors dia confer, however, 
with members of the farm loan board 
iat the afternoon session, but Commis- 
[sioner Lobdell, of the loan board said 
|that the discussion had embraced 
jonly the administration of the new ag- 
iricultural credits act, which is under 
| supervision of the loan board although 
lits operation has an indirect effect on 
ithe reserve system functions. 
Although it was denied officially, 
‘there were indications that the con- 
| ference also had talked over the ques- 
‘tion of interest rates which the loan 
board will establish on loans under the 
| new law. 
| The governor's meeting probably 
will continue until Thursday, although 
it was said it might complete its rou- 
tine tomorrow,

| Evidence Despite Objec- 
tions of Defense. 


Dexelopments in the trial of Victor 


E.. Innes*’charged with using the mails 
to dpfraud. indicated Tuesday that the 
hope of the defense in part was based 
on an attempt to shake the testimony 
of Marshall Nelms as to his knowledge 
of the bandwriting of Innes. 

Efforts of defense to bar evidence 
relative to the disaopearance of the 
two Nelms girls several years ago 
resulted in failure, Judge Sibley ruling 
that evidence of this kind could be 
admitted if the prosecution sought to 
establish thus that Innes could have 
been responsible for their disappear- 
ance in an effort to destroy evidence 
concerning the alleged fraud perpe- 
trated on Mrs. Eloise Nelms Dennis. 
| Marshall Nelms, brother of the two 
‘girls who disappeared several years 
ago, was the first witness called to 
testify after two additional jurors had 
been selected Tuesday morning. Eleven 
jurors were impaneled Monday. one 
became ill during the right. and two 
additions! ones were required from 
ithe additional quota drawn Monday. 

Based on Last Letters. 

| Direct examination of the witness 
‘brought out details relative to the 
| disappearance of his two sisters, and 
when the court adjourned at 2 o'clock 
until 9:15 Wednesday morning, at- 
torneys for defense were attempting 
to raise a doubt as to whether or not 
the witness was familiar with the 
handwriting of Innes and therefore 
whether or not the letters on which 
the charge was based could be identi- 
fied by him es documents written 
by the defendant. 

Further cross-examination will con- 
tinue Wednesday, and the case is ex- 
pected to require several days. Judge 
Sibley excused all traverse jurors and 
all witnesees in all cases set for this 
term except the Innes case, until 
Monday, April 23. No more criminal 
cases will be heard until after court 
‘convenes following the session at 
Athens which begins on April 9%, 
court officials stated. 

Testimony*gven Tuesday was based 
on letters said to have been written 
to Mrs. Eloise Nelms Dennis by the de- 
endant. The letters, the prosecution an- 
nounced, had been lost when the Nelms 
home was entered by burglars several 
years ago, and the witness was per- 
mitted to relate from memory portions 
of their contents. 

Receipts Introduced. 

Briefly, the testimony in this re- 
lution was designed to establish that 
Innes wrote Mrs. Dennis regardng se- 
curing from her certan sums of money 
with which to make investments, and 
other evidence was introduced in the

New York, March 206.—Ferdinand 
Pecora, acting district attorney, to- 
night addressed a letter to Major 
Draper M. Daugherty, onlr con of the 
United States attorney general, re- 
questing that he lay before New York 
authorities all the information he 
possessed concerning a blackmail 
conspiracy involving Dorothy Kee- 
nan and John Kearsley Mitcheil of 
Philadelphia, son-in-law of E. T. 
Stotesbury. 

The district attorney declined to 
reveal where he addressed the letter 
to Daugherty, saying he had _ been 
given to understand the young man 
wished to keep his whereabouts se- 
cret. 

Mr. Pecora also declined to discuss 
a report current at criminal courts 
that Mr. Stotesbury was preparing 
to offer a substantial reward for the 
apprehension of the model's slayer. 

Mr. Stotesbury, according to infor- 
mation said to have been received from 
L'hiladelphia, was preparing to come 
to New York to discuss the case with 
Mr. Pecora. He had been in constant 
wire communication with the district 
attorney's office, it was said. since 
Mitchell's identity as ‘“Marshall’” bad 
been made public. 

The name of the man who made 
demands on Daugherty, Mr. Pecora 
said, had been furnished him, but he 
declined to reveal his identity or his 
connection, if any, with the present in- 
vestigation. 

He reiterated his belief that Miss 
Keenan had been slain by a person or 
persons involved in the plot to black- 
mail Mitchell. The robbery motive, 
however, he said, had not been en- 
tirely discarded. 

The police, it was said, had turned 
their efforts to trace a negro who 
worked a short time at the apartment 
house and had left the day after the 
rourder. Two detectives were sent. to 
New Brunswick, N. J., in the search. 

Attracted by newspaper stories, 
quoting Daugherty as saying that he 
had visited the model in her apart- 
ment and once had given her a check, 
Assistant District Attorney Pecora 
and Police Inspector Coughlin both 
evinced a strong desire to questioa 
the young clubman.

Tells Tariff Commission 
to Find Relation Between 
Duties on Sugar and Cur- 
rent Prices. 


TO ORDER REDUCTION 
IF DUTY IS BLAMED 


Investigation Is Ordered 
in Telegram Sent From 
Florida to Commission 
Chairman. 


BY THE ASSOCIATED PRESS. 

St. Augustine, Fla., March 27.—Ine 
vestigation by the United States tariff 
commission into the relation of the 
tariff rates on sugar to the present 
increased sugar prices was ordered to- 
day by President Harding. 

The inquiry was requested by the 
president in the following telegram 
addressed to Thomas 0. Marvin, 
chairman of the tariff commission: 
“Have tariff commission make an im- 
mediate inquiry into the relation of 
the sugar tariff to the current prices 
of that commodity. It is difficult to 
believe that the duty on sugar ean 
have any part in making the abnormal 
prices which prevail, but if the com- 
mission finds there is any ground’ 
for believing the duty to be even par- 
tially responsible I shall be ready to 
proclaim a reduction in sugar as 
provided by law.” 

The presidential order, it was exs 
plained, will result in enlisting, an- 
Other offical agency in the govern- 
ment’s endeavors to ascertain respon- 
sibility for the gradual increase in 
sugar prices starting early in Feb- 
ruary when sugar was selling at five 
and six cents a pound retail as com- 
pared with present quotations running 
as high as 12 cents. 

The department of commerce for 
several weeks bas been studying the 
Sugar situation and several days ago 
Acting Attorney-General Seymour an- 
nounced in Washington that the de- 
partment of justice was making an 
irquiry which would continue until 
responsibility was fixed. 

Mr. Harding was said to be firmly 
cetermined that the government shall 
do all in its power not only to pre- 
vent further increases, but to bring 
down the present quoted prices, should 
they be found unjustified. He gave 
some attention to the sugar situation 
before leaving Washington and is un- 
derstood to kave had several communi- 
cations from various officials in the 
capital on the subject since his ar- 
rival in Florida. 

The president was represented as 
unconvinced that the present Fordney- 
McCumber tariff rates of 1.76 cents 
a pound on Cuban raw and 2.20 centy 
ou other sugars was to blame for the 
increased prices, which Senator Ladd, 
republican, North Dakota, in a state- 
inent issued a few days ago said were 
costing the American people at the 
rate of $90,000,000 annually for every 
cent advanced. As his telegram to 
Chairman Marvin asserted, however, 
he is willing, should the tariff com- 
mission’s inquiry determine that the 
tariff rates are. even partially the 
cause, to utilize the flexible provision 
of the present tariff act. 

Provision of Act 1. 

This provision allows the president 
after an inquiry by the tariff com- 
mission to lower or increase to the 
extent of 50 per cent the duty on any 
commodity. Mr. Harding, it. has been 
said, regards the provision as one of 
the wisest in the law and particularly 
useful in snch emergencies as thea 
present sugar price situation may be 
found to be.

WHEN IS EASTER? 


Editor Constitution: The question 
has been asked recently, “Is April 1 or 
April S the correct date for the ap- 
proackinge Easter?” That question was 
1,600 years ago. Easter this 
faiis on April 1, although the 
moon is full on that saine date. 

The general rule for determining 
as follows: Faster falls on 
first Sunday after the first full 
moon on or after Mareh 21. The ear- 
liest Faster date March 22: the
